Although this coinage presumably ended in 1870 as the first coins of the peso 
system bear that date, I have seen onzas of 1871 from Zacatecas and Hermosillo 
and those of the latter mint dated 1873. The Maximilian coinage does not appear 
to have materially interfered with the striking of the type as I have seen coins dated 
1865 from Mexico, Hermosillo, Chihuahua and Zacatecas, those dated 1866 from 
Chihuahua, Culiacan and Durango, while in 1867 more numerous mints were used.

This handsome set was prepared by the French engraver Barre and his name 
appears under the head. There is also a complete set of trial pieces marked ESSAI 
in field. 

The initial coinage in 1875 seems to have filled all needs until 1885 when 20 and 
100 Bolivares pieces were coined for several years. I have only seen the 100 Boli- 
vares dated 1886 to 1889, while I have seen varying dates of the 20 Bolivares be- 
tween 1885 and 1912. Specimens of the 50 Bolivares are known dated 1888 but the 
5 and 25 Bolivares seem to have been struck only in 1875. The 10 Bolivares was not 
struck until recent years, the only date I have seen being 1930.
